Wm.liaiiatowx, July 9. — Governor But- 
ler remained the guest of Representative 
Belden, and attended the commencement 
exercises of Williams College. Mrs. Gar- 
field came up from Saratoga, where she i« 
■topping, for her two sons, James and 
Harry, and took them away with her. At 
the close of the alumni dinner, Governor 
Butler learned that she was in town, and 
immediately entered his carriage and drove 
to the hotel where he hoard she was stoj>- 
ping. She had already left to take tho 
train, but, by dint of hard driving. Hit 
Excellency was able to overtake her at the 
railroad station, and there extended toiler 
tho official courtesies befitting the occa- 



At tho alumni dinner 1'resident Carter 
introduced His Excellency as - the illus- 
trious Governor of Massachusetts, who is 
welcomed by you as he is by us. We shall 
listen to him with plensure as long as he 
tees fit to speak to us." 

The Governor said: Mr. President, I may 
be permitted, 1 suppose, to say brother 
alumni of Williams College, because I am 
• brother-in-law. (Laughter.) My first 
and grcatful duty is to Under to you overy 
emotion of sensibility for the high honor 
conferred some years ago by this college 
upon mo. I believe th:it it came from a 
sentiment honorable to yourself and 
patriotic to the last degrees— that It came 
to me because havinj returned after four 
years" service in the war for the safety of 
the Union, 1 bad at| least shown a dispo- 
•itiou to do all that I could for the service 
of tho country, and in kind recognition of 
what I hud done and tried to do, however, 
little the first might have been. Tho en- 
thusiastic devotion to liberty aud law of 
Williams College was manifested in that 
direction by giving me its deooration in * 
honor of patriots. (Applause.) I had 
known but little of Williams College; I 
had a recollection that 1 had an opportunity 
to do it a aurvice, I suppose, but it w»s 
only ft boundon duty of mine to do it, and 
I thought it might well have been forgotten 
by you. I bope tbie, because I should like 
to boiieve that if I didn't win the decora- 
tion by my labors in my profession 1 won 
it, not by labors in your- service, but in the 
service of the country, and only in that 
manner. 

You boast an ancient college ninety 
years old. more or less. Do you know how 
it happens that you are not UK) years old- 
er, which, but for ft portentious set of 
circumstances which makes a chapter in 
colonial history, you might well havt 
been ? Not, perhaps, as a foundation as 
you are now by the foundation of Ephraim 
Williams, because he founded an academy, 
and his academy afterwards wus turned 
into a college. 

The Governor then related that in 17tlv 
the people of Hampshire county, of whicli 
Berkshire county was then a part, wanted 
the Legislature, which then consisted ol 
House Ol Representatives and Governor aud 
Council, to col late a collegiate sthool 01 
ft college, for the reason that Harvard 
College was not then teachiug the Ortho- 
dox faith. Harvard College not ouly re- 
plied that its teachings were orthordox 
and that it could educate the youth ol 
Massachuset ■ perfectly well, and thai 
there was no need of a college iu tht 
western part of Massachusetts on thai 
ground. Harvard College needed a or 
hall, to be built by the State, and the 
Harvard men told thoso from tht 
western part of the State that if they 
would vote for the hall the Harvard men 
would vote for the college, whioh shows 
that " Ion-rolling" is not ft new institution. 
It does not ftlw»ye work welL It didn't in 
thftt instance. The western men voted for 
the hall; the Harvard men carried this 
proposition by a sdtall majority in the 
House, but tbey defeated it in the Council 
The royal Governor then exercised his pre- 
rogative and chartered the oollege, but the 
Governor was prevailed upon to refer the 
matter to the king in council, ftnd after 
thftt it wfts never ftgain hoard of. "Ninety 
year. ago,"he continued, "in 1893, was your 
college founded and named rightly in 
honor of Ephriam Williams, who founded 
the town if he didn't found the oollege 
ftnd who defended it ftgainst savages. A.» 
be marched forth to defend Massachusetts 
against tho tncursione of the French and 
savages he made his will, and after re 
membering his relatives made donations 
for a free sohool in this place, and out ol 
that donation has grown the college which 
rightly hours his name. A free school, free 
an open to all alike, but not free in think- 
ing in the techinal meaning of that term, 
because, although you hftve no foundation 
tied up with oondiiiono that you shall 
keep to a peculiar religion or a peculiar 
religious faith, yet Williams has 
ft history, and ahe has stood true 
to the faith of tho fathers, bringing 
up hor children in their devotions and in 
their belief from that time to this (ap- 
plause), and morning ftnd evening for 
ninety years there have gone up from her 
chapel ascriptions of praiae and glory to 
tho one God and Hie divine Son and to the 
Holy Spirit emanating from both. From 
that faith there has been no shadow of 
turning, and tho only change, ftnd that is 
not • ehange, the only difference, and that 
is not a difference, the only distinction, and 
that is not ft distinction, tho great, brave 
Christian man— (referring to Dr. Hopkins) 
—would to God he wore hero to delight our 
eyes — has added only an interpretation to 
tho law of justice, ttm law of Lots. (Pro- 
longed applause.) May I bo permitted • 
further word. I have nothing to do with 
religious oreede or religion* beliefs upon 
non- essentials. Brought up in a Baptist 
college, it yet never seems to some that it 
of any consequence what amount of 
r nil used to sivt the ajja to the lir- 



ing soul that it belonged to Christ. After- 
wards struck with the beauty of the liturgy 
and the litany of the Episcepal church, in 
rythmic flow almost in numbers; satisfied 
with the Apostles' Creed and fully content 
to close the morning, Oh Lord, (listen to 
our petitions as they are most convenient 
for us ; I became a member, of au Episcopa- 
lian congregation.

Brutal Management or a 

— I'rlaonera 
. Murdered. 

Dallas, Tex., July 9.— Intense exoite- 
ment and indignation prevail among 

county officials ftnd the community ftt 
large at reports alleging brutal and crim- 
inal management of the county poor farm, 
where large numbers of convicts are sent 
to work out fines and sentences for misde- 
meanor and minor crimes. It is charged 
that prisoners are eycrworkod, brutally 
treated, and even that some have been 
murdered by inhuman guards, and that no 
inquest have been hedd on any prisoners 
dying at the institution. The Dally Times 
■ent a reporter to the farm and interviewed 
farm officials, convicta, aud the 
bast oitiscoo of the county, and if the 
statements in the two columns reported are 
true the Dallas county poor farm is a min- 
iature Siberift. John St. Clair was sent 
thorc on !..•» days' sentence for stealing ft 
coat. He died ft few days ago, and the 
cause is reported sunstroke ; but other con- 
victs say ft guard, R M. Watson, knocked 
him down with a club, because the priso- 
ner claimed that he was sick and not used 
to hard work. The farm physician. Dr. 
Potter, attributed death to ft tun- 
stroke, but no inquost was 
held. John Shreeder a citixen of Hutch- 
inson, doc lares hie intention of having the 
remains exhumed and an inquest held ftt 
his own expenae. Louis Able said a con- 
vict died is the poor farm jail for luck of 
attention. Dr. Potior sftid that on the 27th 
or 2Hth of Juno H. F. Keithley saw Mrs. 
Kennin administer unmerciful whipping to 
a little eleven year old girl who is a volun- 
tary sit v ant to her father, Andrew McDon- 
ald, an invalid pauper, for no greater prov- 
ocation than thftt the girl was swinging on 
the gate. The woapon used by Mrs. Ken- 
nin wus a piece of board. The little girl 
got away frem her and ran screaming un- 
der her father's bed. Mra. Kennin pur- 
sued and dragged her out by the hair, Bay- 
ing, "You little devil." On the day pre- 
ceding Mrs.* Kennin beat the little girl 
with ft fence rail. The doctor said the 
farm was carried on by bruto force. The 
convicts were worked fourteen hours ft day. 
Noah Richardson, an ex- convict, now in 
the employ of Mr. MldrMtr, *ays he was 
loaded down with eiiri.ty pounds of 
chains, which were kept on him till 
he left. He said he worked the best hi 
could, but the guard. Charles Cummins, 
kept cursing and abusing him, and finally 
started to strike him with a heavy stick, 
which he carried. Noah raised his hoe on 
the guard, who drew his pistol and made 
him go to his cell, where Kennin took the 
stick and beut him badly. The guard, who 
was soon after discharged, told Mr. Peyton 
he was only teasing Noah to see if he 
would resist. Noah said the convicts were 
fed ou the bottom leaves of cabbage, pork, 
and corn bread; they had coffe of a 
morning; potatoes twice a week, and no 
-upper on Sundays. When the grand jury 
cftmti down on their periodical visits of 
inspection to the form they hud onions, 
he. me, white head cabbage an I a real good 
dinner. Mr. Peyton, an old and prominent 
oitlten, says Superiuteudnet Kennin al- 
n ii ys prepares for t lie grand jury by in- 
timidating the prisoners. New convicts 
are instructed to tell visitors they are well 
treated or suffer the consequences. All 
t&rtfl of reports cftn be heard in the neigh- 
borhood, and the above are given as sam- 
ple-. An official investigation with sensa; 
iioual developemeute is auticipted. 

OUB INDIAN POLICY 



Aa Net Forth In the Agreement of 
the t'ouimiaelonere. 

Washikotom, July 9.— The conference at 
the War Department between Secretary 
Teller, Secretary Lincoln, General Crook 
and Mr. Prioe, Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, in regard to the disposition of the 
captured Apache Indians, resulted in the 
following agreement : 

Memorandum of the result of a confer- 
ence between the Secretary of the Interior, 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, the 
Secretary of War and Brigadier General 
Crook, July 7, 1878: 

lu view of the difficulties encountered in 
making satisfactory disposition of the 
Apache lie I 'aii s reoently captured by 
General Crook, under existing methods of 
administration, it is determined by the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Interior, after consideration, that the 
Apache Indians recently captured by 
General Crook, and ull such as may be 
hereafter captured, or may surrender them- 
selves to him, shall be kept under the con- 
trol of the War Department at such points 
M the San Carlos Reservation as may be 
determined by the War Department (but 
not at the agency, without the cousent of 
the Indian Agent), to be fed and cared for 
by the War Department until further 
ord era. 

For the greater •ecurity ef the people of 
Aritona and to insure peace, the War De- 
partment shall be intrusted with the entire 
police control of all the Indians on the San 
Carlos Reservation, ftnd charged with the 
duty of keeping tho peace on the reserva- 
tion and preventing the Indians from leav- 
ing it except with tho content of General 
Crook or the officers who may be author- 
ized to »ot under him. 

Tho War Department tball protect the 
Indian Agent in tho discharge ef his duties 
ft! agent, which shall include the ordinftry 
duties of an Indian agent, whioh shall re- 
main at heretofore, except as to keeping 
the peace, administering justice and pun- 
ishing refractory Indians ; all of which 
shall be done by the War Department, as 
above stated.

What France Is Aiming At In the 
Tonquin Affair,

Loxdoh, July 9. — According to dis- 
patches received hCre from Shanghai, 
thero is at present little likelihood that the 
controversy botween Faance and China in 
tho matter of Tonquin will be amicably 

N "I'd. The fact that tho Viceroy, Li 
Hung Chang, who had full powers to act, 
pronounced the demands of France inad- 
missible, and referred the new French Am- 
bassador to the Foreign Board at IN kin, 
may be regarded as conclusive. That, part 
of the Com oil of Mandarine whioh was 
dio pO Oftd io followed Li, and adopt ft con- 
ciliatory attitude will of Mars* suetaiu 
him; while the remainder of the Board 
bfta fmm the first believed in upholding 
with a high baud the pretensions of the 
Middle Kingdom. 

L'nleos therefore, the fresh instructions 
said to have been forwarded very recently 
bj the French Foreign Oftice to its euvoy 
are more satisfactory to China, we may 
expect to see diplomatic intercourse be- 
tween ' the two countries broken off. 
Whether au attempt to enforce the claims 
of France by means of the military and 
naval force now ou its w»y to Tonquin 
will be followod by overt hostilities on the 
part of the Celestial Empire, i* a questiou 
whoso answer may dependon the amount of 
encouragement which tho Pekin Gov- 
ernment receives from Germany and 
England. Should the two last named 
powers announce that they will not permit 
the treaty ports, thrown open to the 
commerce of all nations, to bo blockaded 
by France in a quarrel brought about by 
her own aggression, the Middle Kingdom 
would have little to fear from the French 
fleet; whereas by sending troops overland 
into Iteqttta it might involve its Euro- 
pean enemy in a long and exhaustive 
war. 

Precisely what was the ultimatum pre- 
sented to Li Hung Chang by M. Tricou, the 
new French Ambassador, we do not yet 
know, and may not learn before the debute 
ou the Tonquiu question, which will pres. 
eutly take place in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. But we know tho base of agree 
in. 'tit, drawn up by M Tricou's 
I rt : • essor, M. Bouree, and we have 
heard China's claim to suzerainty 
over Annain scornfully denied, not 
only by the newspaper organs of the Ferry 
Cabins*, but by the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs himself. M. Bouree, in his memo- 
randum, tried to reconcile the claims of the 
two potW trial by acknowledging on the 
one hand. China's right of oeerlordship so 
lai 'as the Annamese sovereign was con- 
cerned, but conceding to France on the other 
hand, a t-pecies of protectorate over these 
districts of Tonquiu which bordor the 
month and the middle course of the Red 
River. To lesson, hioreo\er, the chance 
of eollision between rrance aud Chinese 
authority, a neutural zone was to t-eparaie 
the protected province from the Vumun 
fr»ulter*. If Krai.ce hod been sin- 
cere in die profession* with which she has 
sought to explain to Europe her interfer- 
ence with Tou.j.iiii, she would have been 
BOBteOl with tht position secured to her by 
the project ol agreement just described ; 
but the scheme was repudiated, because 
the recognition of China's suzerainty 
would involve ft disagreeable practical 
consequence, vix., that Chinese subjects 
would enjoy iu Tonquiu all the rights 
p.s-essed by French citizens, aud 
would be amenal.le, not to French 
consular courts, but to their 
own tribunals. It was feftred, also, that 
China, if allowed to exercise any 
influence over Annain, would shrewdly frus- 
trate the French plans of ftggrauditement 
by causing the navigation of the Red Rivor 
to be made free to the Western uationi in- 
discriminately. That the fine talk about 
UB loo Mag Farther India to civilisation 
does not represent the read designs of 
Frunce ia plain enough from the text of the 
Of 1874, which gives French consular 
agents authority over foreign residents of 
whatever nationality, and compels all for- 
eigners desiring to settle or travel in Ton- 
quin to register themselves aud procure 
passports at the French Consulate. In other 
words, under the plausible name of a pro- 
tectorate, what the French reftlly aimed at 
was the ftnnexation of Tonquin. 



ANOTHER GREAT BRIDGE

— Its Description. 

Toronto, July 9. — The Canada South ern 
railway bridge over Niagara river is to be 
built at ft point about 800 feet abovi tin 
present suspension bridge. The contract- 
ors have engaged, under • very heavy 
penalty, to complete tho whole work by 
the 1st of December next — about eight 
inoutho from the time of beginning opera- 
tions. The time occupied in building the 
suspension bridge was throe years. A 
comparison will give an idea of the vast 
progress made in recent years in the art ol 
bridge building. The new structure will 
embody ft new principle never before illus- 
trated by any large work actually finished 
Two similar bridge*, however, ftre now be- 
ing htnlt— one tho new lay ever tho Frith 
of Forth, Scotland, and the oecond for 
tho Canadian Pftcific Railway over the 
Fraser river, British Columbia. Bridges 
built ftfter tho new design are known as 
cantilever bridges. Each end Is made up 
of ft section extending frem tho shore 
nearly half way ever the chasm. Each 
section lo supported about Its center by a 
strong tower. The outer arm having no 
support, and being subject like tho other 
to tho weight of traipt, ftj>ounter advant- 



age is given by the shore arm being 

anchored or weighted. 

This style of bridge has been adopted so 
as to avoid the very great expense in- 
volved in the oonstruction of ft suspension 
bridge. The towors on either side will 
rise from the water's .edge. Between 
them will be a clear span of 500 feet over 
the river, tho longest double trnck 
truM span in the world. The shore 
arm of eaoh oantilever having been built 
and anohored, the other arm will be con- 
structed in sections of twenty-five feet, the 
whole being made self-sustaining as each 
section is added. The ends of the canti- 
levers will reach only 376 feet beyond the 
towero, leaving a gap of 125 feot to be 
filled. The link will be supplied by an 
ordinary truss bridge, which will be 
swung into place and rested on the ends of 
the cantilevers. Here provision will be 
made for expansion and contraction by 
Allowing play between the ends of the 
truss bridge and of the cantilevers. At 
the same time the bridge will be thoroughly 
braced so as to prevent dangor from the 
lnteral pressure of the wind. Tho " wave " 
motion perocptible on a suspensisn bridge 
will not be felt on the now structure. The 
totftl length of the bridge will be 896 feet, 
It will have a double track and will be 
strong enough to bear two of the heavier 
freight trains extending the entire length 
of the structure, and under a side pressure 
of wind at 75 miles per hour, and even 
then it is to be strained to only one-tifth ol 
its ultimate strength. 

The towers will not rest on bed-rock. M 
the rush of tho rl ver would eweep away 
any oaissons or other worki intended to be 
used for excavations, but the foundations 
will be in the large bowlders that have 
dropped from the oliff durihg the past 
ages, the erevioee being filled in with 
cement, making a solid foundation. The 
pressure will be oe divided that upon the 
foundation roeki it will be only twenty- 
five pounds per square inch. The top ef 
the stone structure will be fifty feet above 
the water level, and from theue the steel 
towers supporting tho cantilevers will rise 
130 feet. From the tower foundations up 
the whole bridge will bo oteel, ever inch 
of which will be subjeet to the most rigid 
tests from the time it leaves the ore to the 
time it enters tho

WAam.sriTOM, July 9.— Chief Moses ha? 
had a further conference with Secretray 
Teller. The Secretary agreed to ask Con- 
gress to make oppiopriations lo enable him 
to purchase for Chief Moses a sufficient 
number of cattle to furnish each of bis 
baud with two cows, to build a dwelling- 
liouse for Chief Moses at a cost of not less 
than $1,000, to erect a school-house and 
maintain a school, to construct a saw and 
grist mill, and to furnish each head of a 
family or male adult person with one 
wagon, one double-set of harness, one 
grain cradle, one plough, oue harrow, one 
scythe, six hoes, aud such other agricul- 
tuial implements as may be necessary. All 
this cn condition that t hief Moses shall re- 
move to the Colville reservation and relin- 
quish all claims upon tho Government for 
any land locate! elsewhere. The Secre- 
| tary further agreed that if Moses and his 
people shall keep this agreement faithfully 
he is to hie paid in cash in addition to all 
of the above, S>t : ()0 per annum duriug his 
life. The agreement is. of course, con- 
ditional upon Congress making the necesary 
appropriations.and Chief Moses will not be 
required to remove to the Colville reserva- 
tion until the appropriations have been 
made. Moses expressed himself entirely 
satisfied with the result of the conference. 



Threatening Our t'snndlan Trade. 

Wash i Mi ion, July 9. — The following let- 
ter in regard to changes in the Canadian 
customs laws have been received from the 
I nited States Counsel at St. John, N. B. 

The parliament of Cauada at its last ses- 
sion made changes in the customs laws 
which will seriously injure, if not destroy, 
the trade between tho American importers 
and Canadians buyers. The new section of 
the law reads as follow * "When any duty 
of valorem ia imposed on any goods impor- 
ted into Canada, the value for duty shall 
be the fair market duty thereof when sold 
for consumption in the principal markets 
ot the country whence and at the time when 
the same were exported direct to Canada.'' 

This act oomos into foree Aug.l after 
which date the dutiable value in the Domin- 
ion of all merchandise purchased abroad in 
bond will be the market value at the 
place of purohase.

More Irtah Conspirator* t oileted. 

Dublin, July 9.— At the Bligo Assises 
Rogerson, Tamy, Kelley and Houghton, 
implicated In the murder conspiracy, were 
found guilty. Two informers testified that 
the prisoners and a number of others, 
obeying the orders of a secret society, at- 
tempted, in March, 1882, to blow up the 
Weston House, in Oalway. If they had 
destroyed the house and killed tho inmates 
they were to receive £600; failing to take 
life, they were to receive £'200 or £300. 
Five pounds of dynamite were exploded on 
a window sill, but little damage was done, 
owing to the lack of skill on the part of the 
e inspirators. The judge, in summing up, 
spoke strongly against the prieoners.

Miss Van Lew was postmaster of Rich- 
mond during President Grant'o administra- 
tion.

Cairo, July V>. — From Damietta ninety- 
six deaths from cholera were reported for 
Saturday, Mansurati forty-eight, Bantanoud 
six, Shcrbin six, and one only at Alexan> 
dria. Several cases have occurred among 
the gendarmes forming the cordons arouu I 1 
the inlccted districts. 

ai.kxaxdria, July !». — Authenticated pri- 
vate news from points on the Delta is to 
tho Offset that the disease has n last hold 
on sovertil villages which are outside of the 
cordon at Damietta and other points. The 
natives who oan do so flee, but can only 
move from one infeoted village to another, 
and are driven out as fast as they arrive. 

The location uf Umfttlia is such that it 
should have been comparatively safe, but 
it is stated that cases have appeared there, 
and the statement seems to bo corroborated 
by the excessive quarantine regulations 
enforced about the town, on the land as 
well as on tho water side. The epidemic 
is known to have appeared at Tantah, 
which has been previously announced in 
danger. 

This adds infinitely to the alarm felt 
here as it is on the direct line of communi- 
cation betweeu this city and Cairo. It 
seems. hopeless to attempt to gain informa- 
tion from Port Bald, and the worst fears 
are entertained as to its condition. Two 
very suspicious cises, which resulted iu 
death almost at once after their discovery, 
were hustled out of sight so quickly that no 
trace can be found of them. 

Bhindisi. July 9. — The public has be- 
come so alarmed over the possible intro- 
duction of cholera from Egypt that the 
populace refuses to allow the Peninsular 
and Oriental Steamship Company to land 
its mail, and otlercd to use force if neces- 
sary to prevent it. 

New York. July 9.— A close observer of 
the cholera epidemic in New York, writes 
as follows in regard to its modes of trans- 
portation : 

"It is only ten years since cholera was 
epidemic in the United States. In 1*7M it 
was very general throughout the Missis- 
sippi Valley, there being over T.iMto cusea 
in nearly ;1<H) localities, and less than half 
recoveied. Yet the echoes of the scare la 
Europe upon our shores are very faint, so 
strong is the feeling of security in the 
work of quarant ine Doubt less t here is no 
suAataal cause tor any present alarm. 
And yet it cannot be questioned that the 

kjtof cholera are even more mysteriouo 
than those of yellow fever. It* poison is 
Saoily concealed and most jtortahle, and 
there is no certain limit of time to its 
vitality. So that in these days of easy 
travel and immigration do locality is en- 
tirely secure against attack. Thus, in 1873 
three distinct ccuters of the disease were 
established at so remote points as towns in 
< ihio, Minnesota, and Dakota from poisou 
brought by immigrants from Holland, 
Sweden, and Russia. The ships w # ere per- 
fectly healthy, and eo were the people, un- 
til their goods were unpacked in the heart 
of this country in the cool North and re- 
mote West. Then the disease broke out in 
most virulent form. The inference is that 
not merchandise but luggage needs meat 
careful attention. Cholera it neither in 
feotious, nor contagions, nor, iu this coun- 
try, tho result of local ooaditions as, for in- 
stance, yellow fever may be. The only 
way in whioh it is expected to reach tho 
United States la by the importation of iu 
peculiar poison on tamed in the ejection! 
of a tick person and oarried in clothing, 
bedding, etc When the packages are 
opeued, the dried partlelea, whioh may 
have survived during heat, cold, moisture, 
aud lapop of time, may be breathed or 
swallowed. It can thns be teen whet a 
problem quarantine against cholera U.

Mr. Ayros, 
who ia about sixty year* old, shot his 
grandson, Charles Preston, a young man, 
while in bed, and then let 
the house on fire. He then wont to tho 
barn, set it on fire, shot himself, and was 
burned up in tho fire. Young Preston was 
rescued from the fire, but died a few min- 
utes later. Ayrei was an Englishman by 
birth, and is thought to have boon insane 
from the death of his wife about a yoar 
ago. Ayros' daughter-in-law kept house 
for him. Another grandchild lay boaido 
the one shot, but was not harmed by 
insane grandtlro.
